It is learned on 
unquestionable authority here 
these 
moves will depend entirely on devel­ 
opments hero and there lit dark R us­ 
sia and their forces will be everywhere 
to take advantage of every opportun­ 
ity which may arise. 
british forces have crossed the Cas­ 
pian and reached baku, center of Rus­ 
sia's oil fields. 
Allied forces in northern Russia are 
IOO miles south of Archangel and still 
going. 
' 
American regulars have reinforced 
Allied troops in Vladivostok in prep­ 
aration for activity in eastern Russia. 
Czecho-Slavs are battling along the 
Volga river. 
british 
troops,

Military officials today 
applauded 
the feat of the vAliar.t british force, 
which was compelled to fight its way 
over a mountainous country of north­ 
ern Persia from bag dad —700 miles. 
Turkish troops at batun are prepar­ 
ing to advance on baku, according to 
rejiorts here, and German contingents 
probably will accompany them. From 
baku the Allies, if opportunity affords, 
can operate in southern Russia, join­ 
ing forces with the Don Cossacks, who 
have been fighting the bolshevik!. 
Under 
the 
Brest-Litovsk 
treaty, 
much territory in the region of Baku 
was ceded to the Turks. 
Armenians, 
however, resisted bitterly and the city 
changed hands several tim es during 
the spring and summer, 
both 
Ger­ 
many and Turkey want Baku fpr its 
oil and also because of its proximity 
to the Indian frontier. 
bolshevik! in northern Russia are 
fleeing before the expedition operat­ 
ing out of Archangel. Matching along 
the railroad to Vologda, Allied troops 
have progressed IOO m iles or more, 
fighting Lenine’s troops all along the 
way. 
C zechoslovak troops stationed thin­ 
ly along the 3000-mile stretch of Si- 
ebria running from the Volga river to 
Lake Baikal are pressed by the Bpl- 
shevlki. 
The force is poorly armed 
and short of food 
and 
equipment. 
Early Siberian winter, which is now 
approaching, threatens to catch 
the 
C zechoslovaks on the steppes before 
they can push on to their objective 
and join their comrades in eastern 
Siberia. 
Japanese forces 
are 
expected to 
m ove on Lake Baikal and seize the 
railroad there and open up communi­ 
cation to the stranded Czecho-Slovaks. 
Japanese now in Manchuria, it is said 
here, are in a position to take this 
step. 
American regulars landed At Vladi­ 
vostok yesterday may also go to the 
rescue of the Czecho-Slovaks, as one 
of America’s stated Intentions in Si­ 
berian intervention is to give direct 
aid to the Czecho-Slovaks. 
W hile it is hoped the United States 
soldiers will not be called upon to in­ 
vade Siberia, officials are believed to 
be ready at any minute to order them 
Into the interior if this seem s neces­ 
sary. 
Meanwhile they are to guard 
military supplies and American prop­ 
erty at Vladivostok.

Germans Now 17 Miles Away, 
and Soldiers In Horizon 
Blue Hold Ceremony

W ITH T H E BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 16. • (Night.)—Amiens 
is no longer silent and deserted. 
In 
one of the most dram atic ceremonies 
of t|ie war, while the famous cathedral 
resounded with speech and song for 
th e first time in nearly five months, 
th e relief of Picardy s capital was c i.- 
secrated today, simultaneously 
w ith 
reconsecration of the edifice, which 
has been battered and * profaned by 
German shell and bomb since March. 
Today the Germans are seventeen 
m iles away a t the nearest point. The 
cathedral was reopened at a m iss a t­ 
tended by every eoldier who could a r­ 
range the journey. 
They came from miles around. Tho 
choir was composed entirely 
of 
sol­ 
diers in dusty, rusty horizon blue. 'File 
organist and violinist were attired the 
sam e way. Only the pastor was garbed 
for the occasion. His assistant, like 
the choir, wore the ordinary uniform 
of the trenches. 
Over the high altar the Stars and 
Stripes flutter among the flags of the 
A llies, 
the 
wind 
blowing 
freely 
through the shattered windows from 
which the last splinter of ancient, su­ 
perb glass is gone. 
High in the nave and transept as­ 
tonished pigeons,*used only to crash­ 
ing of shells, fluttered about. 
In thrs 
setting the pastor told the story of the 
cathedral. 
The listeners were Arr.eri 
can, British, French, Belgian and oth­ 
er Allied officers and solders, stand­ 
ing or sitting between c ‘lupins pro­ 
tected by sandbags. 
A few civilians 
wandered in to give thanks. 
Arisen from the dead, the city of 
Amiens is today alive.

Tfley spent a busy Sat 
urday and by nightfall, Ju ne 29, they 
were in command of Siberia’s greatest 
Pacific port. 
Saturday morning a Czech ultim a­ 
tum was presented to the local soviet 
to disarm their Red Guards aud to 
hand over to the Czechs all of their 
weapons. Half an hour was given to 
complete the disarm am ent. 
The sov­ 
iets refused. 
Thereupon the soviet 
was declared to be dissolved and or­ 
ders were given to arrest its delegates 
and all the prominent Bolsheviki in 
town. 
M eantime in the harbor the soviet 
torpedo boats Bravey, Tveady, Tochny 
and Malaieff loosed their anchors and 
attem pted to put out to sea.

1,520,000 HUNS

Enemy’s Total of Killed, 
Wounded, Missing Esti­ 
mated Six Million 


PARIS, 
Aug. 16.— One 
million, 
five hundred and twenty thousand 
Germans have been killed during 
the entire war, the Echo de Paris 
„ declared today. The enemy’s total 
losses in killed, wounded and miss­ 
ing all estimated amount 
to 
six 
millions, of which a big percentage 
were wounded and have been sent 
back into the line®. 
From March to June, 120,000 Ger­ 
mans were killed, 
the 
Echo 
de 
Paris said, while the 
number 
of 
killed in the past eight weeks has 
exceeded this figure.

“During the night we advanced slightly north cf Morlancourt (three miles 
south of Albert),’’ the statemen t said. 
“A hostile attack on one post was re­ 
pulsed after sharp fighting. 
“ Local fighting also occurred along the northeastern outskirts of Thiep- 
vale wood (three miles n*rth and east of Albert), where our patrols crossed 
to the left bank of the Ancre.

(five miles north of Albert) and Piusiux (three miles north and east of Beau­ 
court-sur-Ancre). 
“ Hostile artillery increased its activity south of the Somme and between 
the La Basse canal and Ypres.”

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STATE EXTRAVAGANCE? HUH! 


Just as in m erchandising it is always difficult 
and sometimes impossible to r some people to per­ 
ceive the always probable and sometimes inevitable 
difference between economy and low prices, so there 
are many who cannot see how large expenditures 
in public business can mean anything but extrava­ 
gance. 
The facts are, however, that the highest- 
priced merchandise is often the most economical and 
the largest public expenditure may easily be the only- 
true economy. 
Thus in the present gubernatorial cam paign, we 
hear much from the opponents of G overnor Stephens 
about the tremendous and extravagant state expendi­ 
tures. 
The expenditures are large, unquestionably, 
and there may be some extravagance in them. 
The 
R egister is just as strong for T R I G economy as 
anybody can be. 
Hut even though the expenditures 
be extravagant, why charge the extravagance to 
Governor Stephens? 
And why believe that any of 
his opponents can or will do more to curb the ex­ 
travagance than lie can or will do? 
W hile in actual counted dollars California's 
public expenditures may be relatively large—that is, 
as compared with the average per capita expendi­ 
tures of other states— in reality, and in proportion 
to what California gets for lier money, the state's 
expenditures are relatively small. Any true economist 
will tell you that. 
T or instance, right now, there is 
a cash surplus in the state treasury of over $8,000,000. 
In 1911 there was a deficit of $201,000. 
The state of California is bonded for only 
$33,000,000. which am ounts to only about one-half 
o f one per cent as com pared with the total wealth 
o f the state. 
Only about ten per cent of the total state ex­ 
penditures goes for adm inistration, and only a frac­ 
tion of that for the support of boards and commis­ 
sions. 
Nearly fifty per cent of the entire amount of 
money raised by state taxation goes for education, 
the appropriation for this purpose for the biennial 
p erio d . ending June 30, 1917, am ounting to over 
$16,000,000. 
Another twenty-five per cent goes for the sup­ 
port of charitable, benevolent and correctional insti­ 
tutions— our state prisons, insane asylums, blind 
asylums and veterans’ homes. 
F or the same two 
fiscal years these items aggregated over $<>,000,000. 
The average increase in appropriations for the 
supi>ort of the state government cath two years has 
been less since 1911 than it was before; prior to 1911 
it amounted to about twenty-one per c e n t: since 
1911 it bas been about twelve per cent. 
The total expenditures of the state government 
o f California am ount to about $20,000,000 per an­ 
num —a per capita expenditure of about $6, this 
being not alone for the cost of the state government 
proper, but for the support of hospitals, prisons and 
other institutions, perm anent improvements and in­ 
terest on bonds. 
The city of Los A ngeles alone pays out more 
for salaries each year than does the state government 
California is a rich state, as a state, in her 
m aterial resources,, in her capitalization. 
Her people 
are individually rich and resourceful. 
They like to 
live well as individuals and families, and can afford 
to do so. 
They like to take care of their health, to 
be public spirited and charitable, to realize high 
social ideals. 
W hy, then, shouldn’t they “plunge’ 
to the extent of $6 per capita per annum in m ain­ 
taining their state government on a plane commen­ 
surate with their private living? Mo>t of them spend 
more than that for the movies. 


HARBOR FACILITIES 


Not Yet Victory 
From the Fresno Republican 
The Allies are still winning a great battle. 
But it 
would be self-deception not to realize the limits of that 
victory. 
Armies like the German army do not “flee in 
confusion” merely by being outfought on a frontal at­ 
tack. 
They retire, under orders and on sound military 
policy, when a position becomes untenable. 
The Pal 
staff maxim “for he whb fights and runs away may live 
to fight another d a y ” is a serious principle of modern 
strategy. 
When the Germans run, therefore, it is not 
because they are beaten and frightened in the immedi­ 
ate fight, but because the success of the Allied strategy 
has made ru n n in g a m ore useful policy, at that point, than 
fighting. 
Individual detachments are left to fight until 
they are dead, in order that the bulk of the army and 
all possible supplies may be got away without fighting. 
And the im m ed iate purpose of the Allied frontal fighting, 
at its tim e s* of most rapid advance, is n o t to make the 
Germans re tre a t, but to hinder and make costly, their 
retreat. 
T he Allied flanks a re trying th e "pincers,” to sur­ 
round a G erm an arm y b efore it g e ts aw ay. 
So far, this 
m an eu v er lias failed of its final o bjective w h e n e v e r tried 
by eith e r side on th e w e s te rn front. 
But it freq u en tly 
succeeds in its first objective, of m aking th e position 
u n ten ab le and so forcing th e G erm an com m and to o rd e r 
a - e treat. 
T hen, if th a t r e tr e a t succeeds, th e G e rm a n s 
have won, in t h a t sta g e of th e m ovem ent, a d efen siv e 


victory. 
T h e purpose of tile d ire c t fighting is to m ak e the 
defensive r e tr e a t a s costly a s possible. 
Heal victory 
would be so to pinch th e flanks as to m ake it im possible, 
as the G e rm a n s did a t Sedan in ISH. 
B oth th e 1 event 
Allied a d v an ces, th en , have been p artially successful 
offensive victories an d partially defensive victories tor 
the G erm ans. 
Til is as a m a tte r of tactics, 01 im m ed iate 


fighting. 
As a m a tte r of strateg y , how ever, th e Allied victory 
is m uch g reater. 
T h e least of the victory is th e m ere 
regaining of a p a rt of the lost ground, 
lf t h a t w ere all, 
the G e rm an s would still be half victorious on tho season, 
for they still hold half th eir se a so n ’s w innings. 
T h e vital 
th in g is th a t th eir offensive lias failed, an d th at the 
offensive has been tra n s fe rre d to the Allies. 
In a y e a r 
w hen it w as th eir policy to be defensive, th e Allies have 
won an absolute defensive victory, an d h a v e added a 


p artial offensive victory. 
It is too m uch to sa y th at th e G e rm an s a re “on th e 
r u n ” and “ keep them r u n n in g ”. 
W e will d riv e th e m as 
fa r as w e can, w ith the p ru d e n t use of ex istin g forces, 
lf 
th a t drives th e m to th e old H in d e n b u rg line, it will be n 
g reat victory for tile p re sen t, even if it should be im ­ 
possible, or even im p ru d e n t to try, to drive th e m farther. 
We a re ru sh in g so ld iers a s rapidly a s possible; to g e t an 
arm y stro n g enough to u n d e rta k e th a t second stage, 
lf 
we can get it th e re before w in ter, it will be a m iracle.

t engineers still on this side of the Atlantic to show 
their m ettle and prove their ability to perform the 
alm ost miracles that are the glory of the American 
engineers in France.

LONDON, 
Aug. 
15.—’ More homo 
newspapers” is the appeal continually 
made to the library committee of the 
American Red Cross by American sol­ 
diers in hospitals in Great Britain. 
The library committee is at present 
furnishing reading matter for more 
than 25,000 men a month, both in hos­ 
pitals and in camps. 
The committee 
has its headquarters in a building at 
14 Pall Mall Hast, London, where it 
keeps on band at all times about 
25,(810 books and a large supply of 
magazines and newspapers. 
The books are either gifts or are 
purchased in London. 
In 
its 
pur­ 
chases, the committee restricts itself 
almost entirely to cheap, popular edi­ 
tions, costing from 15 to 30 cents a 
volume. 
"Our reason for doing this,” 
says a committee report, “is that we 
get most for our money in this way. 
The books inevitably get hard usage, 
and some of them, used in the hospi­ 
tals, must be destroyed almost imme­ 
diately, owing to the danger of infee- 
oit. nAltogether the life of these 
books is exceedingly short, and cheap 
editions, hound in palter or light cloth 
are undoubtedly the most serviceable 
and economical. 
"We have made no attempt to im­ 
port books from America, because we 
realize that at the present time ton­ 
nage is needed in mor^ essential direc­ 
tions. 
As to the class of reading 
matter selected, we leave it mainly to 
the demands of the men, and they 
ask principally for fiction, and light 
fiction at that. 
Where we are sup­ 
ply ing more or lf*ss permanent librar­ 
ies for hospital staffs or for Ameri­ 
can naval stations, we try to give an 
all around tone to the collection of 
books, including classics, essays, po­ 
etry, biography and scientific works, 
but still for the greater part, fiction. 
"The 
magazines 
and 
newspapers 
must of necessity come from America. 
It is our experience that yjis class of 
literature gives greater satisfaction 
to the men than hooks. 
Their cry is 
continually 
for more of the home 
newspapers."

Sent to Hospital Recover; 
4-5 Return to Fight 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
IO— At 
the 
direction of General March, chief of 
staff, a statem ent 
has 
been 
issued 
bearing upon official figures of casu­ 
alties 
and 
perm anent losses of the 
Allied armies during the first four 
yenrs of 
tile 
war. 
The statem ent 
says: 
Of all soldiers sent to hospitals 
only 45 in every 1000 die. 
T hese 
include those who die of disease 
as well as the wounded. 
Of all 
soldiers wounded in action more 
than four-fifths return to service, 
many of them in less than two 
months.” 
Appended figures show that out of 
every 1000 men wounded 810 return 
to service, 145 are discharged because I 
of physical disability or other causes 
and only 45 succumb. 
Surgeon General William C. Gorgas 
of the United States arm y, in dis- i 
cussing the chances of a man losing 
his life in the army, says: * 
“In the Civil war the mortality 
rate was something over 5 per 
cent for the four years. 
In tile 
first 
months 
of 
the 
w ar 
the 
French, unprepared 
for 
modern 
w arfare and 
battling 
to 
save 
Paris, 
suffered a ' similar 
rate. 
But the close of 1915 they brought 
the rate down to 2 per cent, or 
20 men lost in every 1000. 
In 
civil life these men would die at 
the rate of 13 or 15 in every 
1000. 
A man in this w ar as It has 
been fought up to the present 
time is more liable to be killed 
than in the Civil W ar, since he 
is in trenches and under fire more 
than during the Civil war. But he 
does not die from disease as the 
men in the '60's. 
Many men now 
in the army would did if in civil 
life, because in the arm y they are 
watched carefully. In other words, 
it is my belief that through arm y 
sanitation and preventive medi­ 
cine more Ryas will be

than will be lost in actual fight­ 
ing.

Joe Jahraus and Comrade 
Greeted With American 
Air Over There 


'“Hall! Hail! the gang’s all here, so 
what the hell do we care.” 
This is the little ditty with which 
French kiddies extended g re e tin g to 
Jahraus and other Sammies when they 
arrived in France. 
Jahraus is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. E. Jahraus of Laguna Beach, and 
departed for overseas s6me weeks ago 
as a member of Co. C, 33d Engineers. 
In a letter to his parents he gives a 
most Interesting description of scenes 
over there. The real interesting news 
—such as the home people would like 
to have, telling of activities along war 
lines, is not perm itted in letters writ 
ten by soldiers, hence the hoys have 
to limit themselves to recitals of what 
they observe. 
Extracts from his letter, w ritten un­ 
der date of July 15, about the time the 
Germans started their last offensive, 
follow: 
At last we have 
reached 
France 
after a voyage of thirteen days, one 
filled with pleasure and experience 
for some, while others couldn’t enjoy 
the trip from any standpoint. We were 
just as anxious to get to land as we 
were to leave it, and when the fog 
lifted on the afternoon of the thir­ 
teenth day and gave us a glimpse of 
land, a shout went up. Traveling on 
an army transport is to ocean travel 
what riding the bumpers is to railroad 
travel. W e had drill aboard ship twice 
a day, and when we reached the sub 
Bone we had to stand facing our rafts 
from 7 until 9 p. rn. and from 3 till 5 
a. rn. At twilight and at break of day, 
are the tim es the subs get in their 
work, for it is very hard to see a peri­ 
scope at that time. 
I do not think 
the subs will ever bother a convoy, 
for they are on the lookout all the 
time, and it’s woe unto the sub that 
Shows its head. I think he has learned 
his lesson at a great cost. Our Yankee 
gunners have branded him with fear 
so deep that he is going to respect him 
for some time. 
The only ships he 
tackles are those not convoyed. 
I would like to write more about this 
trip, but would be telling or giving in­ 
formation which, should this fall into 
German hands would probably be of 
value to them, so will have to keep it 
till I get back. About all we are able | 
to write about is the country, people, 
and things like that. We are not able 
to give the ports where we land of 
camp. 
In Pretty Harbor 
We entered a beautiful harbor, very 
narrow, with hills running down to the 
w ater’s edge. 
We probably traveled 
for about twelve miles through this 
narrow passageway, part of it in day­ 
light. 
These hills were covered with 
trees and small brush, and here and 
there small farms dotting the land­ 
scape. W e dropped anchor at IO a. rn. 
and stayed there until morning. 
The 
sun came up at 4:30 a. rn., giving us 
the finest view I’ve ever seen. 
The 
immediate w ater front is just like any 
other seaport—run down, dirty, but 
busy looking place. Back of this the 
hills run up probably to three hundred 
feet, all clothed with a low brush, 
something like mountain mahogany, 
but even a darker green, and here and 
there th e yellow wheat fields .sur­ 
rounded by wide fences looking like a 
large checker board. The bushes cast 
a deep purple shadow and with a hazy

sky it surely was a picture to be re­ 
membered. 
We were landed about 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and started 
on 
our 
march to the camp about three miles 
distant. I have never taken a walk in 
my life that held my interest as this 
one did. We marched over these wind­ 
ing roads, enclosed with high stone 
fences covered with green moss. The 
houses are built very much like the 
old mansions, except for their being 
built on square lines. The coloring of 
these walls is beautiful. 
I can readily 
understand why artists are so enthusi­ 
astic about this country; the pictures 
one can see never end. 
I am glad I 
have known so 
many 
artists, 
and 
know a good picture when I see it, for 
it gives one an appreciation of tihs 
country that probably could not be 
gained in any other way. 
Fences of Napoleon’s Time 
The houses are built in the better 
part of town back a little w ay from tile 
street, and in front of most of them 
are little gardens. 
These fences are 
of wrought iron, about all the decora­ 
tion there is to 
the 
buildings. 
The 
houses in the poorer districts are built 
up to the street lines, in many places 
there are no sidewalks. 
This gives a 
straight wall along for many blocks, 
which is interesting for its age. 
The 


farther we traveled from the town 
the higher these fences were. They 
were used as a 
sort 
of 
protection 
against 
invasion 
during 
Napoleon's 
time. There are several houses all of 
ptone inside these enclosures. It looks 
very clannish, and probably in tim es 
gone by they were used by one family 
or group of relatives. 
We had to pass 
through a tunnel and on 
tile 
walls 
leading to this were about a dozen 
little French kids, girls and boys, and 
as we neared them they began to sing 
in English, “Hail, Hail, the gang’s all 
here. so what the hell do 
we 
care 
now'.’’ That was quite a reception as 
it amused everyone. It was out of the 
ordinary. 
The gardens here are very fine. They 
grow about the same vegetables that 
we do, except corn, 
or 
at 
least I 
haven’t seen any so far. Fuel is very 
scarce, and they use everything that 
will burn, from the size of lead pencils 
up. 
There are very few trees here 
and most of the fuel is cut from the 
bushes on top of these dirt fences and 
wrapped into bundles. 
You can see 
the old women out picking up brush, 
etc., just as Corot depicts in his pic­ 
ture, “The Gleaners.’’ 
The 
horses, 
cows and pigs seems to be fed better 
than the people for they are fat and 
sleek as can be.

Considerable activity in general pre­ 
vailed on the local produce exchange yes­ 
terday, and all commodities, w ith the 
exception of a few sm all fruits, were in 
good demand, the feature of the day be­ 
ing the high prices paid for all grades 
of stock by the early-m orning trade. The 
m arket weakened slightly during the a ft­ 
ernoon session, but strengthened tow ard 
the close. 
Potatoes were strong and good stock 
moved as high a s $3 per hundredweight, 
owing to the fact th at m ost of the a r ­ 
rivals were of Inferior quality and also 
because the arm y and navy q u arte r­ 
masters* departm ents are buying In all 
the first-class stock available. 
Sweet 
potatoes were also in good demand and 
showed a slight upward m ovem ent and 
closed strong a t from 5% to 6 cents per 
pound. 
Most of the offerings were of 
excellent quality. It Is officially estim ated 
that the total sweet potato crop for tit* 
country will be 
84,500,000 bushels, as 
against 76,800,000 last year. 
This is a 
reduction of 7,600.000 bushels from the 
first estim ate of the sam e agency. 
Owing to the fact that several assign­ 
m ents of M alaga grapes did not come up 
to 
the 
mlninautn-figure 
requirem ents, 
prices dropped off on all varieties of 
local offerings. However, dealers are a n ­ 
ticipating a good dem and again as soon 
as the local fru it g ets sw eeter. 
Grapes 
sold a t a wide range of from 3 to 6 
cents per pound. 
Home-grown melons are now supply­ 
ing the g reater p art of the local trade and
